drill, only w orking us about four hours 
in the morning. 
W e have the whole 
afternoon to ourselves. 
Of course, we 
have to stick around the camp here 
but no other restrictions. 
They will 
start in on a little more work, though, 
as soon as the men get acclimated:

London, Ju ly 20.— The little 23-ton 
yacht “ M ana” has arrived safely in 
an English port, after a voyage of a 
hundred thousand miles.

to Mr. and Mrs. Scoresbv Rout ledge. 
the vessel left England

Easter Island, in the South Pacific.
